Thorky Distributes 
Anti-Semitic Book 
To House Members

WASHINGTON.—As the house 
opened debate on draft legislation 
Tuesday, Rep. Jacob Thorkelson of 
Montana, lame-duck “Gauleiter” of 
the small House pro-Nazi bloc, 
busied himself with circulating 
copies of viciously anti-Semitic 
paper-bound book entitled “War! 
War! War!” amongst certain of 
his colleagues. 

Congressmen receiving the book 
said it was an anonymoulsy written 
and ‘printed attack on Jews, charg- 
ing that Jewish interests were re- 
sponsible for all wars, and the cur- 
rent one in particular. 

WhéPasked the objective of the 
circulation of the book at this time, 
Thorkelson said he was trying to 
bing “important information” to 
the attention of House members. 
He refused to comment on the 
book’s contents other than to state 
“it contains a lot of good informa- 
tion.” A request for a copy for 
the press brought the reply “I’m 
running short and you newspaper- 
men have a lot of information that 
you don’t print.” 

Rep. Pat Cannon of Florida, who 
found one of the volumes on his 
desk in the House chamber, said 2 
cursory inspection gave him the im- 
pression that “it was something 
about Jews being behind the war.” 

A Georgia Congressman who re- 
ceived a copy from Thorkelson said 
he had paid no attention to the book 
other than to note: “It was part of 
the usual stuff he has been spread- 
ing around here.” After caution- 
ing reporters “not to use my name 
in connection with Thorkelson, the 
Georgian said: “He’s been trying 
to convert me for some time now, 
but hasn’t had much success, I am 
afraid.”

Refugees In France 
Starving As Shortage 
Of Funds Stops Aid

breakdown of 29 local relief organi- 
zations in the Toulouse district. 
The refugees include several thous- 
and who were recently demobilized 
from the French Army. 

The relief agencies have been 
forced to discontinue assistance to 
the refugees because of lack of 
funds. Collapse of these groups 
leaves only three Jewish relief com- 
mittees still operating in the entire 
unoccupied area of France. These 
are functioning in Nice, Marseille 
and Vichy, and serve only a small 
proportion of those in need. Even 
these groups may be forced to sus- 
pend shortly because of lack of 
funds.

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JEWISH DISCOVERIES 
LOST IN LIBRARIES

MOULDERING away in dim corners of libraries scattered all over the 

world there are eighty yellowed documents whose faded ink records 
an astounding story of Jewish intellectual achievement of which the 
world at large is almost totally unaware. 


They are mathematical dissertations by medieval Jewish savants 
who made discoveries centuries before the world caught up to them. 
If all of their works had become available to mankind immediately, 
clock of human progress would have been set forward many revo- 
lutions. But in many cases, these great scientific achievements were 
locked in Europe’s ghettoes with their authors, and forgotten, and 
the world waited until others made the same discoveries long after- 
ward. In other cases, the mathematical accomplishments were put 
to work, but their authors were forgotten. 


One of the few people who know about these precious records is 
Dr. Jekuthiel Ginsburg, head of the mathematics department of Yeshiva 
College in New York and editor of the non-sectarian mathematical 
magazine, “Scripta Mathematica,” published under Yeshiva’s imprint. 
It was Dr. Ginsburg who supplied the examples of Jewish mathe- 
matical discoveries of the Middle Ages which are recorded here and 
which represent only a fraction of the total. 


Every school child knows the name of Edmund Halley, the great 
English astronomer who lived from 1656 to 1742. Halley’s wide 
popular fame is due, of course, to his prediction of the return every 
seventy years of the spectacular comet which bears his name, but 
his most solid scientific monument is his introduction of an entire 
branch of mathematics, spherical trigonometry, one of the most 
abstruse and difficult of mathematical subjects. 


Almost all existing texts on spherical trigonometry to this day are 
derived from Halley’s book on the subject. 


In the introduction to his work, Halley acknowledged that his 
work was based on Hebrew and Arabic manuscripts, and that he 
was helped in the writing by a Jewish scholar whose name he did 
not record. 


Few even of the scholars who are familiar with Halley’s writing 
in the original are aware that actually his book is a word by word 
translation from the Hebrew of a book by Jacob ben Mocher, a pupil 
of Maimonides, who lived and worked six centuries before Halley. So 
closely did the English scientist follow his Hebrew original that in his 
manuscript, at points where he was not sure of the translation of a 
Hebrew word, he produced it in Hebrew characters. 


The greatness of Jacob ben Mocher’s master, Maimonides, is, of 
course, widely acknowledged, though he hardly receives the place 
in most general history to which his contributions to human prog- 


ress entitle him.

If Halley has had a great influence on modern life, it is dwarfed 
by that of Geoffrey Chaucer, the father of the modern English language. 
The author of Canterbury Tales was also an astronomer. Some years 
ago in a Hebrew manuscript in the Columbia University library, a page 
was discovered which closely resembled a page of Chaucer. But it was 
written by Abraham Ibn Ezra, who lived 300 years before the great 
English poet. 


That particular item was published by Columbia. By contrast, 
consider the fate of the Zacuto Almanac. Abraham ben Samuel 
Zacuto was one of several Jewish astronomers whose nautical 
almanacs were used by early mariners. His work earned immor- 
tality because it was one used by Columbus on the voyage when he 
discovered America. 


Almost simultaneously with Columbus’ disembarking in San Sal- 
vador to take possession of half the world in the name of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, Zacuto, by their Spanish majesties’ order, was being driven | 
out of Spain. He took refuge in Portugal, where he became court | 
astronomer until, in 1496, he was again driven out, eventually wander- | 
ing to Turkey, where he spent the rest of his life. K 





Columbus’ was not the only voyage in which Zacuto had a hand. 
He helped to organize Vasco da Gama’s expedition, which was 
equipped with a new type astrolabe (forerunner of the sextant) 
which he invented, the first made of iron instead of wood. 


A quarter of a century ago, the Portuguese Government remem- 
bered Zacuto’s great contributions to science and discovery—remem- 
bered them under the label “Made in Portugal.” His almanac was 
translated into Portuguese and published. Not willing to have Portugal 
steal all the glory of his work, Spain soon followed suit with an edition 
of the almanac in Spanish.

NEW YORK—Funds provided by 
American Jewry through the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal enabled the Joint 
Distribution Committee to carry on 
urgent emergency relief activities 
at the peak of the European con- 
fict during the period from May 10 
to August 10, when a total of 
$910,000 was spent to aid Jews in 
areas suffering in Europe, it was 
revealed in a report by Morris C. 
Troper, chairman of the J. D. C. 
Buropean Council. A financial 
dearance agreement with the 
J.D. C. has with the German gov- 
ermment made possible the expendi- 
ture of this large sum of money, 
even though no American dollars 
were sent into Germany or German- 
oecupied territories.

Experiment has 
proved that the mouthpiece facil- 
itates the blowing of the shofar 
without changing the traditional 
tone, it is stated.

Epidemics In Poland 
Admitted By Nazis; 
Situation Is Still Bad 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

GENEVA—The deaths of thou- 
sands of persons in epidemics in 
Nazi occupied Poland is admitted 
for the first time in an official 
German statement. In a report to 
Berlin, Dr. Wallborn, Nazi health 
director in the Nazi held govern- 
ment general area of Poland, de- 
clares that while most of the epi- 
demics in the territory have been 
brought under control, the situa- 
tion regarding some diseases “is 
still very unsatisfactory.” 


Reviewing the measures taken 
to check epidemics, the official de- 
clares that some villages were en- 
tirely walled off to prevent con- 
tact with the outside world. 


“The strict regulations proved 
successful although thousands of 
people died,” he says. “Present 
figures on infectious diseases are 
lower than for the corresponding 
period in 1938, but the position is 
still very unsatisfactory. This is 
mainly the fault of Jews, who are 
so accustomed to living in unim- 
aginable filth and so crowded to- 
gether that the only hope of fin- 
ally coping with these diseases is 
to isolate the Jews from the rest 
of the population.”

FIVE-DAY MAN 








AS a union man (American Newspaper Guild) I 
now work five days a week. My Saturdays 
are off. 

Formerly I used to speculate on the benefits to 
Jewish religion that might come from a five-day 
week. I envisaged the multitudes of Jews re- 
leased from work on Saturday taking up the 
service of the synagogue again on the Sabbath. 


Yes, I said, if it weren’t for the dreadful eco- 
nomic pressure people would return to the old 
religious practice of Sabbath in the synagogue. 
But what can a man do under conditions as they 
are? He has to look after his job; he must be at 
his place of business. 

His heart yearns for a happy release from eco- 
nomic necessity in order that he may return to 
the synagogue on the Sabbath. 

When his heart’s desire was fulfilled the happy 
days of old would be restored to the synagogue. 
It would again become the crowded house of 
prayer on the Sabbath. It would no longer have 
to wait till Yom Kippur for a full house. 

In some of the temples the lack of a male 
minyon on the Sabbath had become a distressful 
problem. Not only was there no male minyon but 
on some Sabbaths there was scarcely a man in 
the house, for the congregation consisted chiefly 
of faithful mothers in Israel. Frequently there 
was no man available to assist the rabbi with the 
Torah. 

The five-day week, I believed, 
ately mend all this. 

Now I am on the five-day week. I have had 
four Saturdays off so far. These are enough Sat- 
urdays in which to have put to a test my long> 
held opinion that the five-day week would bring 
a man back to the synagogue on the Sabbath. 
Yet the test is far from satisfactory. I don’t 


know what’s the matter with me.

O I devote this column to a discussion of why 
Mr. Segal who has his Saturdays off hasn’t 
been to the synagogue as yet on the Sabbath. It 
is a matter that should be on his conscience. 
When he gets home from work on Friday he 
does, indeed, feel the old Sabbath spaciousness. 
Ahead of him are two serene and uncrowded days. 
He indulges in inward chuckles: “I don’t have to 
work tomorrow and don’t have to work on Sun- 
day. Two days of rest! We’re certainly making 
great social progress.” 
There descends upon Mr. Segal the perfect 
peace that is of the Sabbath. Brighter than ever 
before seem the candle lights of the Sabbath eve. 


With even more heartfelt unction he recites the- 


kiddush. (The kiddush of the union prayer book 
contains everything that a five-day man feels on 
the Sabbath eve. The words about happy life, the 


words that give mystical meaning to the candle 


lights, the words about the week’s work.) 


The spaciousness of the two restful days to 
come already embraces this Sabbath eve and Mr. 
In his softest chair he sits in his

living room all evening, a happy man released 
from his job for two days. 

Then toward midnight he goes to bed. 
soft mattress he disposes his bones luxuriously. 


He is thankful to God who conenen the day of

rest, thankful to the wisdom of the union that has 
established two days of rest instead of the one. 
And so to sleep. 

From old, Mr. Segal has a habit: Promptly at 
6—on holidays as well as workdays—his eyes 
open. He looks at the clock and rolls over. On 
workdays he says: Thank goodness, I still have 
on hour of sleep left. On holidays he says: 
Thank goodness, I don’t have to get up today. 

I am sorry to say that on néne of these Satur- 
day mornings has Mr. Segal said: I must get up 
in time for the synagogue today. No! He has 
looked at the clock, rolled over and said, as he 
always does on holidays: Thank goodness, I don’t 
have to get up today. To this he adds another 
psalm of thanks: Thank goodness for the union 
that does this for me on Saturday. 

* * * 


Me SEGAL, alas, doesn’t think of the religious 

“ connotations associated with Saturday. He 
exults in the day only as an occasion on which he 
can provide his mind with several hours more of 
sleep. 

He awakens again about 8 and lies there in a 
semi-coma through which the singing of the 
birds in the nearby trees penetrates pleasantly. 
So until 9 when Mr. Segal arises from bed, per- 
forms his ablutions, eats breakfast, reads the 
morning paper. ... What new terrors has blitz- 
krieg brought overnight? 

He exults in his idleness. .. . “Nothing for me 
to do until Monday! Nothing to do but loaf and 
to sit in the sunlight, to read, to go calling on 
Ellen.” 

I regret to report that on no Saturday so far 
has he thought of the religious duties that have 
to do with the synagogue. He has gone driving 
to look at the country in its summer garb; he 
has gone out to the open air gymnasium to which 
he belongs and there given his almost nude body 
to the sunlight; he has called on Ellen and tickled 
her under the chin to make her laugh. Mr. Segal 
has, indeed, found a variety of things to do ex- 
cept go to the synagogue on the Sabbath. 

(He has, in fact, been doing with the Sabbath 
of Saturday as most other people do with the 
Sabbath of Sunday.) 

I should, perhaps, admonish him about it: 
“Segal, you should be ashamed of yourself.” But 
the fellow would probably rationalize. He would 
tell me that he feels God’s presence in the country 
when he goes driving on a lovely day, that he is 
close to godliness under the benign sun at the 
gymnasium, that he is conscious of divinity when 
Ellen laughs, 

These sound like trick answers. 

Have I been wrong, then, in believing that the 
five-day week would release the souls of men for 
their religious duties on the Sabbath? Or is there 
something the matter with Segal? 

I leave the whole thing to the readers, 

(Yet I do not despair of Mr. Segal. Some Sat- 
urday morning I shall say to him, Segal, it’s time 
to get up and get ready for the synagogue. I’ve 
always said that the five-day week will be bene- 
ficial to religious life and I’ve got to prove it’s 
so. He will probably want to sleep late, but I 
shall command him sharply: Come on! Let’s go!)

T repeated words are apt to lose their true meaning and sig- 


nificance. The word “democracy” is heard on every side. It is 
fair to say that the average person thinks of democracy in terms 
of the operations of vast governments and the benefits the individ- 
yal receives from them. Very few people think of, or understand, 
the need of training for democracy, especially for children. If 
democracy is to be permanent and grow from strength to strength, 
more and more attention will have to be given to the routine train- 
ing for participation in democratic living. P 


This preparation is usually apt to be unromantic and, most 
certainly, unspectacular. The formal training given by educational 
institutions is, of course, the most important. Ranking a close 
second is the informal training given by modern progressive leisure- 
time agencies. The Jewish Community Center Association of In- 
dianapolis has, for many years, experimented in this direction with 
satisfying results. Reference here is made to special projects rather 
than the usual democratic procedures obtaining in boys’ and girls’ 
cubs and the various committees that participate in program 
planning. 


The Kirshbaum Center Day Camp has just closed its third and 
most successful season. There were approximately two hundred 
children from the ages of 7 to 16. Many came daily, others for 
particular activities. The summer day camp idea was developed a 
few years ago to give wholesome and constructive recreation and 
group life to children who did not go away from the city for a 
vacation, and for those who had only short vacations. The program 
included hiking, a weekly paper written and managed by the 
youngsters, handicrafts, visits to industrial plants and other places 
of interest, swimming, rhythm band, camera club, as well as indoor 
and outdoor games of all sorts. The problem of the use of leisure 
time during the summer months is a difficult one for many children 
and our contribution to its solution brought many expressions of 
appreciation from parents and children alike. 


The children of the day camp came from all sections of the city. 
Many were non-Jewish. They represented a good cross-section of 
any American community. It would be natural to assume that in 
their homes we would find the usual misunderstandings and lack of 
knowledge of other religions. It might be expected that the usual 
amount of “incidents” would arise—these “incidents” coming from 
new associations and misunderstandings. In the three years that 
the camp has operated, not a single “incident” of this character 
arose. No attempt was made by the association to have any dis- 
cussions, either formal or informal, of modern day problems, in- 
cluding religious and racial discrimination. The children simply 
enrolled as members and participated in the activities. 


It would be hard to exaggerate the value of this type of rela- 
tionship for children, for here in a normal way, through play and 
participation in mutual interests, they get to know one another in- 
timately, and thereby are fortified against prejudices. 


The Kirshbaum Center has, ever since its beginning, had many 
ton-Jews attending the open forum and certain other activities. 
While these contacts were valuable for all the individuals concerned, 
the inter-faith activities of young people which require careful 
Planning and constant association have been, in our opinion, the 
host valuable aids for teaching, through the democratic process, a 
spect for other people’s opinions. Early last winter, a young man 
éf 18 was challenged by a report of a youth and democracy rally 
eld in another city. This report had come from the national office 
tf the A. Z. A., the B’nai B’rith youth organization. The local 
branch meets at the Center. He had learned by working on club 
and Center projects the art of free exchange of opinion and of 
Vorking cooperatively.

Pole, published in the official Polish 
daily Dziennik Polski. An unsigned 
article, understood to have been 
written by Polish Information 
Minister Stronski, a leader of the 
extremist anti-Semitic National 
Democratic party in pre-war Po- 
land, denies that the Norwood, Eng- 
land, anti-Jewish disturbances 
justified Jewish complaints. The 
article sharply criticizes the Jewish 
Chronicle for attacking I Am a 
Pole and the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency for publishing a report of 
these developments in America and 
thus allegedly creating anti-Polish 
feeling.

It probably is wishful thinking, but taking 
everything into consideration, it should be as 
difficult to inculcate anti-Semitism into the French 
people as in any other people anywhere. 


Polish Stand On Bias An Object Lesson 


TT persistence with which Polish refugees in 

England are continuing to push the spread of 
their anti-Semitism in the face not only of the 
expected resistance of the British Board of Jew- 
ish Deputies, but also the shocked disapproval of 
the press and the public opinion of the nation 
which is now furnishing them a haven provides 
a bitter but a. realistic object lesson for Jews. 
Their land devastated, their nation partitioned 
and pushed down into slavery, the Poles never- 
theless cannot see the problems of a restored 
Poland solved without the despoilation and emi- 


gration of the nation’s Jews. 

After Hitler, if such a time does arrive, the 
Jews will be faced with an aggravated anti- 
Semitism everywhere. The Nazis in pushing their 
fight against the Jews in every land were shrewd 
enough not to tie their drive against the Jews to 
themselves but in each nation to tie it up with 
whatever ills were at that time and in that nation 
besetting it. So that Hitler’s removal may cut off 
the sources of continuing incitement, but it will 
not, as many wishful-thinkers hope, be the an- 
swer to the fight of the Jews for justice. 


Sosua May Be Proving Ground 


HE announcement that 250,000 Spanish refu- 

gees in France will be permitted to emigrate 
to Mexico indicates what might be possible for 
Jewish refugees were the nations of this hemi- 
sphere which need populations convinced that 
Jews can make good farmers, craftsmen and 
artisans, 

It is just here that Sosua, the Dominican Re- 
public project which in a news story this week 
issues a call for more Jewish refugees, can do 
inestimable good. 

In this connection a report of a special meeting 
of the board of directors of the Dominican Repub- 
lic Settlement Association, Inc., held in New York 
a few months ago, is particularly revealing. 


United States government experts told the direc- 
tors how the most careful planning to determine 
the potentialities for farming and trading and 
manufacturing had been explored, and how the 
best technical advice had gone into the prepara- 
tion for the project. 

That in a period of only a few months, the 
project has been successful enough to ask for 
more refugees and that the 10,000 goal originally 
set, although not reached, is“being broadened to 
the figure of 100,000 means that out of Sosua 
may come something much larger than Sosua— 
the assurance that many other nations need be- 
fore they will open their doors to Jewish immi- 
grants from Europe. 


Postal Meets His Nemesis 


OMETIME ago we wrote an editorial praising 
the complete and almost omniscient work of 
Bernard Postal as publicity director for B’nai 
B’rith. If the president of a lodge down in 
Arkansas took a deep breath, before he had time 
to exhale the carbon dioxide, Postal had a picture 
and a human interest story in the mails, and, 
remarkably enough, the story of the deep breath 
and the picture were usually so newsworthy that 
most Anglo-Jewish publication printed them right 
smack on the front page. 

Recently both Paul A. Peters, father of “Be- 
tween You and Me,” and Phineas J. Biron, author 
of “Strictly Confidential,” turned their columns 
over to Postal for one week, and both columns 
came close to being the best of the year for the 
two columnists. 


But every great man must some day stumble, 
and Postal is no exception. That a fat, naked lit- 
tle cherub would be his downfall, in a manner 
like Achilles’ vulnerable heal, is only poetic jus- 
tice. For this week, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Monsky, 
he who is Postal’s boss, announced the engage- 
ment of their daughter, Joy Monsky, to Paul 
Grossman of Omaha. 

Evidently Postal was caught flatfooted, for had 
he known, you would have read in either Biron’s 
or Peters’ column something like this: What 
daughter of what prominent Jewish leader is 
preparing to announce her engagement? 

Postal, however, is a newspaperman, and what 
is a newspaperman without an alibi. So next 
week you may expect to read that in reality, and 
on the q. t., Postal really arranged the shidach. 


Current Comment 


Why Are Free Masons Silent? The Jewish 
Ledger of Hartford, Conn., Asks—If memory 
serves us right, we have referred to this subject 
once before, some years ago. We have no recol- 
lection of ever reading or seeing a single state- 
ment ever made by the leaders of Masonry in the 
United States of America that could be inter- 
preted as a protest against the procedure of the 
totalitarian governments against Free Masonry 
throughout the world. 

In country after country where Free Masonry 
thrived, or even existed, with the coming of the 
totalitarians Masonry was extinguished and Ma- 
sons persecuted and oppressed. And yet from 
Masons in the United States we have heard noth- 
ing that would indicate a realization of what is 


involved, a sense of sympathy for their brethren 
everywhere, or a sense of right indignation 
against that which has occurred in so many coun- 
tries of the world. 

We cannot understand this attitude. If Ma- 
sonry does not stand for the dignity of human 
personality, for human freedom, for the decent 
way of life, what, in heaven’s name, does it 
stand for? If fraternity means only smugness 
and mummery, then has it not lost its very soul 
and forfeited its right to the respect of freedom- 
loving men and fraternity-seeking individuals?
